room, an office for the 
postmaster, 
and a mailing vestibule, which might 
be better visualized as

receiving 
platform—are the 
most 
prominent 
features of the ground floor. 
The second floor room is to be made 
up of three office rooms, a 
storage 
room, carriers' “swing” room (where 
employees may read The 
Standard 
and Herald between work shifts), and 
rest rooms. 
Two stairways lead up 
to the second floor, one from the lob 
by and one from the enclosed work 
room. 
Plans call for all stone to be light 
buff limestone, smooth finish. 
Face 
brick is to be red matt face, full col­ 
or range, to be laid in common bond 
with struck joints of 
cream-colored 
mortar. 
Tile in the lobby will be in 
6x9 inch squares.

New Orleans, January 
23.—With 
the Greek Government donating the 
currants and New Orleans domestic 
science 
students 
engaging in 
the 
making, drought sufferers soon will 
enjoy 13,080 currant cookies. The del­ 
icacies will be distributed in Arkan­ 
sas and Iowa. 
The school 
children 
will furnish the flour and eggs. 
The Greek 
Government 
supplied 
the currants through the Red Cross as 
a token of appreciation for aid given 
the people of Greece when they were 
in need. 


In another week 560,000 persons in 
Arkansas alone—more than a fourth 
of the population—will be dependent 
on the Red Cross for food, William 
M. Baxter, Jr., manager of the mid 
western area, said yesterday. 
“The size of the task throughout 
the drouth area is growing by leaps 


and bounds”, 
Baxter said. 
“Esti­ 
mates become obsolete a few days af­ 
ter they are prepared.

January”. 
Prevention of starvation is receiv­ 
ing prior consideration from the Red 
Gross, Baxter said. 
Clothing needs 
are being met as they arise, and they 
are rapidly increasing.

war time. Bitter cold still would mean 
extreme suffering in the drouth area. 
Health generally 
is better 
than 
would be expected, Baxter reported. 
He said that pellagra, a disease pro­ 
moted by diet deficiency, had been ag­ 
gravated in some localities and yeast 
was being provided as a preventive. 
Chapters are providing medicines on 
individual investigation, as in the dis- 
trbiution of food, and physicians, true 
to professional tradition, are treating 
destitute drouth sufferers without fee. 
Gov. Caulfield Thursday answered 
a complaint of Dwight W .Weist, that 
the Red Cross asked his city, Scran­ 
ton, Pa., to raise $42,000 “to assist 
farmers in 
your 
State 
and 
other 
States of the West” whereas 
“the 
mining section of Penncylvania is hit 
hard” and “we are doing everything 
we can for this large group of depend­ 
ent people”. 
Remarking that Weist 
apparently 
lost sight of the American Red Cross 
function as national 
relief 
agency, 
Gov. 
Caulfield 
telegraphed: 
“The 
drouth problem is not local. Missouri 
is only one of 21 States affected and 
will not share as heavily as many oth­ 
ers

stricken 
area. 
Indeed, Red

State Convention of 1861 which met 
first at Jefferson City and then ad­ 
journed to St. Louis. The Unionists, 
who commanded the majority of the 
delegates, nominated Sterling 
Price 
for president. 
Whtkins lost the elec­ 
tion for president by a vote of 15 to 
75. He continued to serve as delegate 
to the Convention until the 
fall 
of 
Camp Jackson, when he resigned. 
Governor Jackson, 
also 
favoring 
the south, appointed Watkins brigad­ 
ier general of the first military 
dis­ 
trict of 
Missouri, 
comprising 
the 
Southeast section of the State, 
and 
while serVing in that capacity. W at­ 
kins organized the 
Missouri 
State 
Guards in that district. 
In 1862, newspaper articles record, 
General W atkins’ property at Jack­ 
son war burned 
by Federal 
troops 
and h him self was driven from Cape 
G' :ird< au County, where he had liv­ 
ed since 1820. About this time Wat- 
kii s resigned from military service, 
r.nd took residence in Scott County, 
i..‘ar Morley. 
After the war, Watkins continued 
the practice of law and in 1875 was 
elected a delegate from the 25th dis­

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 
General 
Nathaniel 
W. 
Watkins, 
prominent Missouri lawyer and legis­ 
lator, half brother of Henry Clay and 
Southern Civil War leader, was born 
January 28, 1796, a date which occurs 
during this week. 
At the time of his death at Morley, 
Scott County, on 
March 
20, 
1876, 
General Watkins was said to lie the 
oldest practicing lawyer in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
The year before, Generai 
Watkins had been vice-president of 
the State Constitutional Convention 
of 1876, an office which closed a dis- 
tinquished career of public service in 
Missouri. 
Nathaniel Watkins 
was 
born 
in 
Woodford County, Ky., the son 
of 
Captain Henry Watkins. 
Nathaniel 
mother, before her marriage to Capt. 
Watkins, had been the wife 
of 
the 
Rev. John Clay, who died in 1781; one 
of their sons, Henry Clay, half broth­ 
er of Nathaniel Watkins, became Ken­ 
tucky’s best known statesman. 
Watkins attended the Transylvania 
law School at Lexington and was 
graduated with distinction. 
He lat­ 
er studied law under Judge Henry 
Davidge of Gallatin County, Kentucky 
and was granted a license to practice 
law in 1819.

CONCLUSIONS AND REGOMMENDAIlWiS 
FMINO BY ENFORCEMENT COMMISSION 


Washington, January 20.—The law 
enforcement commission summarized 
its prohibition report as follows: 
“Conclusions and recommendations 
in the report on the enforcement of 
the prohibition laws of the 
United 
States: 
“1. The comirission is opposed to 
repeal of the 18ffi amendment. 
“2. The commission is opposed to 
the restoration in any manner of the 
legalized saloon. 
“3. The commission is opposed to 
the federal or State governments, as 
such going into the liquor business. 
“4. The commission is opposed to 
the proposal to modify the nation*) 
prohibtion act so as to permit the 
manufacture and sale of light wines 
or beer. 
“5. The commission is of opinion 
that the co-operation of the States is 
an essential element in the enforce­ 
ment of the 18th amendment and the 
national prohibition act 
throughout 
the territory of the United 
States; 
that the support of public opinion in 
the several States is necessary in or­ 
der to insure such co-operation. 
“6. The commission is of opinion 
that prior to the enactment of 
the 
bureau of prohibition act, 
1927, the 
agencies for enforcement were badly 
organized and inadequate; that subse- 
qeunt to that enactment 
there' ha.; 
been continued improvement in 
or­ 
ganization and effort for eforcement. 
“7. The commission is of opinion 
that there is yet no adequate observ­ 
ance or enforcement. 
“8. The commission is of opinion 
that the present organization for en­ 
forcement is still inadequate. 
“9. The commission is of opinion 
that the federal 
appropriations 
for 
enforcement of the 18th amendment 
should be substantially increased and 
that the vigorous and better organiz­ 
ed efforts which have gone on since 
the bureau of prohibition act, 
1927, 
should be furthered by certain 
im­ 
provements in the statutes and in the 
organization, personnel 
and 
equip­ 
ment of enforcement, so as to give to 
enforcement the greatest practicable 
efficiency. 
“ 10. Some of the commission are 
not convinced that prohibition under 
the 18th amendment is unenforceable 
and believe that a further trial should 
be mcde with the help of the recom­ 
mended improvements, and that 
if 
after such trial effective enforcement 
is not secured there should be a revis­ 
ion of the amendment. Others of the 
commission are convinced that it has 
been demonstrated 
that 
prohibition 
under the 18th amendment is unen­ 
forceable and that 
the 
amendment 
should be immediately revised, 
but 
recognizing 
that 
the 
process 
of 
amendment will require some time, 
they unite in the recommendations of 
conclusion No. 9 for the improvement 
of the enforcement agencies. 
“11. All 
the 
commission 
agree 
that if the amendment is revised 
it 
should be made to read substantially 
as follows: 
“Section 1. 
The 
Congress 
shall 
have power to regulate or to prohibit 
the manufacture, traffic in or trans­ 
portation of intoxicating liquors with­ 
in, the importation thereof into and 
the exportation thereof from the 
United States and all territory sub­ 
ject to the jurisdiction 
thereof 
for 
beverage purposes. 
“ 12. The recommendations refer­ 
red to in conclusion No. 9 are: 
“1. 
Removal of the causes of irri­ 
tation and resentment on the part of 
the medical profession by: 
“ (A) Doing away with the statu 
tory fixing of the amount which may 
be prescribed and the number of pre­ 
scriptions. 
“ (B) Abolition of the requirement 
of specifying the ailment for which 
liquor is prescribed upon a blank to go 
into the public files. 
“ (C) 
Leaving as much as possible 
to regulations rather than fixing de­ 
tails by statute. 
“2. Removal of 
the 
anomalous 
provisions in section 29, national pro­ 
hibition act, as to cider and fruit juic 
es by making some uniform provision 
for a fixed alcoholic content. 
“3. Increase of the 
number of 
agents, storekeepers-gaugers, 
prohi­ 
bition 
investigators, 
and 
special 
agents; increase in the personnel of 
the customs bureau and in the equip­ 
ment of all enforcement 
organiza­ 
tions. 
“4. 
Enactment of a 
statute 
au­ 
thorizing regulations permitting ac­ 
cess to the premises and records of 
wholesale and retail dealers so as ta 
make it possible to trace products of 
specially denatured alcohol to the ul­ 
timate consumer. 
“5. Enactment of 
legislation 
to 
prohibit 
independent 
denaturing 
plants.
